Nixon, responding to mounting calls for 
his resignation, vows he has "no in­ 
tention w hatever of walking away from 
the job I w as elected to do." 
Nixon voiced his determination to 
hold onto his off ice in "a personal note" 
at the end of a television-radio address 
to the nation Wednesday night on 
energy problems. Speaking without 
notes, he said: 
" ... I would like to give my answer to 
those who have suggested that I resign. 
"I have no intention whatever of 
walking away from the job I was

to do.

physically able, I am going to continue 
to work Hi to 18 hours a day for the 
cause of a real peace abroad, and for 
the cause of prosperity without in­ 
flation and w ar at hom e." 
While talk ol possible resignation or 
im peachm ent has mounted sharply in 
recent days, Nixon seem ed to place no 
great urgency on finding a way out of 
his current predicam ent, speaking ot it 
as a long range operation 
"I am confident that in the months 
ahead, 
he said, "the American people 
will come to realize that I have not 
violated tin* trust that they placed in 
me when they elected m e as President 
ol the United States in Hie past, and I 


pledge to you tonight that I shall always 
do everything that I can to be worthy of 
that trust in the future." 


Since the leadership crisis exploded, 
presidential aides also have talked in 
term s of weeks and months, rather 
than days, in discussing Nixon’s plans 
to rebut his critics.

Medical schools dispersed

C O LUM BUS. Ohio (A P ) - Unlike 
some other states. Ohio has escaped 
internal competition over where to 
locate its new medical schools. 
“ Everyone who has asked for a 
medical school got one,” said William 
B. Coulter, vice chancellor for ad­ 
ministration of the Ohio Board of 
Regents. 
He pointed out that with the addition 
of the Weight State and Northeast Ohio 
Medical College -both recently created 
by the legislature the state will have 
six medical schools. The combined 
enrollment of the existing four is about 
2,300, and they have entering classes 
totaling about 700 a year. Coulter said. 
The regents’ official said Ohio has 
more medical schools, more widely 
dispersed, than most other states. He 
attributed that fact to the state’s many 
large cities eight with 
more than 
100,000 population. 
The two new schools expand the 
network even further, since each will 
be 
a 
consortium 
to 
serve 
three 
universities. 
Wright State at Dayton also will 
serve 
Central 
State 
and 
M iam i 
universities. 


The northeast school will serve the 
University of Akron along with Kent 
State and Youngstown State univer­ 
sities. 


Legislation creating the schools was 
politically 
popular 
in

Assembly, Coulter said, “ because it 
was stated that 
they would stress 
family practice, the greatest area of 
need in the medical profession.” 
The existing schools—the University

The new 
Ohio schools probably won’t get their 
first students until about two years. 
Conley said Wright State is "very 
much interested. W e’ve watched the 
legislation from the beginning, but we 
want to see what the regulations and 
criteria are." He said these are being 
considered by the U.S. Office of Budget 
Management.

In his defense, we d point out that 
he’s a great tan of the* old “ Roadrun­ 
ner” cartoons, breaks up at the men­ 
tion of Dudley Do Bight of the Royal 
Mounted Police and considers jazz 
trumpeter Jack Sheldon, a regular on 
the Merv Griffin show , one of the most 
naturally funny men of all time. 
Hart, in short, is a normal cartoonist. 
His “ B.C.” strip has l>eon nationally 


syndicated for nearly 13 years, hut he’s 
been a professional cartoonist since he 
was 19 
“ I guess originally it was the only 
thing that I knew how to do,” fie said “ I 
Started out just working nights and 
studying other people’s drawings, then 
trying some of my own.”

For Am ericans to dream of relying 
on Arab oil or to depend on increased 
drilling in the United States are foolish, 
shortsighted solutions, he said. Udall 
said the United States already is the 
most-drilled country in the world and 
oil supplies are becoming increasingly 
inaccessible.

selves for the end of the era of cheap 
energy. 
He predicted the demise of the 
automobile culture and called for the 
rejuvenation of public transportation.

Painful boils crop out on the back of 
my neck. I know by my weight that I 
eat more than I should Therefore the 
suggestion of my girl friend that this 
might be a vitamin deficiency confuses 
me. 
E>o you think this could be a factor? 
Mr. H R IL, Ind. 
Dear Mr. R.: 
Boils and carbuncles at the back of 
the neck are always caused by bacteria 
that invade a break in the skin. 
The most frequent germ responsible 
for these infections that begin in the 
hair follicle is the staphylococcus 
aureus. 
Skin bruised by tight collars and by 
marked sweating is a good candidate 
for small breaks in the skin where these 
germs can set up housekeeping. 
Once this happens, they flourish and 
small, painful abscesses occur singly, 
or in crops. 
Diet itself is not responsible for in­ 
fection. Germs are. There are many 
food faddists who insist the foods, and 
only foods, are the cause of many 
illnesses. 
Undoubtedly, diet plays an important 
role in the health, but it is not the total 
answer to all of man’s ills.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)— Two men 
were killed Wednesday when a private 
plane developed engine trouble during 
a test flight and crashed while at­ 
tempting to return to Port Columbus 
International Airport. 
The single-engine craft crashed 
about 2,000 feet short of a runway after 
clipping some tree tops and losing both 
wings, officials said. 
The dead were identified as Bruce 
Taylor Jr., 61, of suburban Groveport, 
the pilot and owner of the plane, and 
Roger Patke of Columbus, a mechanic 
for Dublin Aviation Corp.

Nixon determined

WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Nixon, responding to mounting calls for 
his resignation, vows he has “ no in­ 
tention whatever of walking away from 
the job I was elected to do.” 
Nixon voiced his determination to 
hold onto his office in “ a personal note” 
at the end of a television-radio address 
to the nation Wednesday night on 
energy problems. Speaking without 
notes, he said: 
“ ... I would like to give my answer to 
those who have* suggested that I resign 
“ I have no intention whatever of 
walking away 
from the job I was 
elected 
to do. 
As 
long 
as I am 
physically able, I am going to continue 
to work 
16 to 18 hours a day for the 
cause of a real peace abroad, and for 
the cause of prosperity without in­ 
flation and w ar at hom e.” 
While talk of possible resignation or 
im peachm ent has mounted sharply in 
recent days, Nixon seem ed to place no 
great urgency on finding a way out of 
his current predicam ent, speaking of it 
as a long range operation 
“ I am confident that in the months 
ahead, 
he said, “ the Am erican people 
will come to realize that I have not 
violated the trust that they placed in 
nu* when they elected m e as President 
of the United States iii tin* past, and I 


pledge to you tonight that I shall always 
do everything that I can to be worthy of 
that trust in the future.” 


Since the leadership crisis exploded, 
presidential aides also have talked in 
term s of weeks and months, rather 
than days, in discussing Nixon’s plans 
to rebut his critics. 
Speaking of W atergate and related 
m atters, press secretary Ronald L. 
Ziegler said earlier Wednesday: 


“ We are giving consideration to a 
num ber of steps that the President will 
be taking here in the coming weeks and 
months to clarify this m atter and to put 
it into perspective.” 


The White House announced Wed­ 
nesday the hiring of an additional legal 
consultant,

will be a further expansion of Nixon's 
legal team because “ you cannot deal 
with over a hundred lawyers with 
five.”

President Nixon, the bill bars the 
president from committing U.S. troops 
to com bat for m ore than 60 days 
w ithout 
sp e c ific 
appro val 
from 
Congress. Congress can terminate such 
an engagem ent sooner by majority 
vote in the House and Senate. 
Backers of the w ar powers measure, 
first introduced three years ago, a t­ 
tributed the vote 
to overwhelming 
public support in the wake of the 
Vietnam war.

override, four m ore than the two thirds 
needed. 
The Senate completed the action by 
75 to 18, or 13 m ore than required. 
In the House, 86 Republicans voted to 
override and 103 w ere against. Among 
D em ocrats, 198 w ere for and 32 against 
overriding. 
In the Senate, 25 Republicans voted 
against the P resid ent’s position and 15 
supported it. Fifty Dem ocrats voted for 
overriding and three against. 
After the vote, Nixon said the bill 
“seriously underm ines this nation’s 
ability 
to act 
decisively and 
con­ 
vincingly in 
tim es of international 
crisis.” 
Sen. John Tower, R-Tex., said that to 
involve Congress, with its cumbersome 
procedures, in war-making decisions 
would cause “ rejoicing in the streets of 
Moscow.”

challenged in court “ at the earliest 
possible opportunity.” 
Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R N Y., leader 
of Senate backers of the bill, denied 
that the bill changed the constitutional

methodology” by which the president 
and Congress can concur in w ar-m ak­ 
ing decisions. 
Javits said recent events involving 
the President m ay have been a factor 
in the override, but Sen. Charles IL 
Percy, Rill., said there should be no in­ 
terpretation that any vote in the House 
or Senate was influenced by W atergate- 
related incidents. 
The congressional action, Percy said, 
reflected “ a feeling deeply felt by the 
American people that there should be 
no further undeclared wars without the 
concurrence of Congress.”

WADENA, Minn. (A P) 
Two jail 
escapees surrendered today after their 
three hostages slipped away from them 
during the night, authorities said. 
The two escapees, one an accused 
murderer, apparently fell asleep in the 
farmhouse where they had held Mi­ 
ami Mrs Elmer Wegscheid and their 
15-year-old son hostage since Tuesday 
night, an F B I spokesman said 


There were no reports of any in­ 
juries. The two gunmen, who had 
threatened to resort to whatever means 
necessary to escape, had been holed up 
in the farmhouse for 36 hours They 
released 
three 
other 
Wegscheid 
children Wednesday night. 


The F B I spokesman said deputy 
sheriffs captured the two gunmen hut 
gave no further details. 
The two gunmen escaped from a 
Wadena jail Monday night 
after 
wounding a jailer with a gun. 
John P. Morgan, who had been jailed 
on murder charges in a double slaying, 
told police earlier today he would 


resort to any means necessary to es 
cape 
“ II I have to, FII (ape a gun to Mr 
Wegscheid’s neck to assure that police 
don’t try anything on the trip to the air­ 
port,” Morgan, 37, said “ That way, it 
I’m shot, my reflex action will trigger 
the gun and my hostage will be killed, 
too.” 
The other gunman was William L. 
Winans, 18, who had been jailed on a 
burglary charge 
The fugitives had been negotiating 
with 
law 
enforcement officials on 
details of a plan to have them flown to 
freedom today in a Minnesota Highway 
Patrol plane. 
A snowstorm thwarted the escapees 
plans to flee by plane Wednesday. They 
had said they expected to fly out of 
Wadena today under conditions they 
had negotiated with authorities for the 
release of Mr. and Mrs. Wegscheid and 
their son, Ed. 
Wadena, a town of less than 5,000 
persons, is about 170 miles northwest of 
Minneapolis.

Arab oil cutoff sparked crisis 


WASHINGTON (AP) — “ It is no 
longer a problem,” said Arkansas Gov. 
Dale Bumpers after 
meeting with 
President Nixon on the fuel shortage. 
“ It is a crisis of major proportions.” 
“ We are heading toward the most 
acute shortages of energy since World 
War II,” Nixon told the American 
people in a nationally televised address 
Wednesday night. 
Just three weeks after Arab oil 
nations cut off oil shipments to the 
United States, Americans have begun 
to realize just how serious the fuel 
situation may be this winter. 
Nixon, seeking emergency powers 
from Congress to cut down on energy 
demand and preserve 
petroleum 
supplies, 
recognized 
the 
Arab 
oil 
weapon in his speech, saying it will 
mean more than two million fewer 
barrels of oil daily by the end of the 
month. 
Petroleum supplies will be at least IO 


per cent and maybe 17 per cent short of 
needs, the President said. 
A few weeks ago, however, few 
people inside or outside the govern­ 
ment saw the situation in the same 
grim light that Nixon saw it in his 
speech.

The nation uses about 17.4 
million barrels daily. 
The potential shortage could be as 
high as 3 million barrels daily if the 
Pentagon is forced to use only domestic 
011 sources for its supplies. The military 
now gets about half its supplies — or 
300.000 barrels daily — from foreign 
sources. 
Experts said the shortage would be 
more acute if the United States decides 
to help out its European allies, also hurt 
by the Arab oil weapon.

Noise: minibikes to jets

It is only in recent years that the 
public has been made aware of noise 
as not merely a nuisance but a 


health hazard. We have been told 
that prolonged exposure to sound 
above certain levels may cause 


temporary or even in some cases 
permanent hearing loss. There also 
are research indications that ex­ 
cessive noise may cause nervous 
troubles ranging from irritation to 
psychological damage. 
Two items in the roster of harm 


done bv noise came to attention 
recently. The Acoustical Society of 
America was told by Dr. Samuel R. 
Lane of the University of California 
at Los Angeles that jet transport 
passengers may be adversely af­ 
fected by the noise of the big 
engines In the magazine American 
Family 
Practice, 
Dr. 
R. 
Peter 
Oppenheimer writes that minibike 
riders may suffer damage to their 
hearing. 
Oppenheimer notes that prolonged 
exposure to noise above 84 decibels 


will produce a hearing loss. At full 
throttle, he says, minibikes' noise 
ranges from an average of 92.4 
decibels if muffled to 96.4 without a 
muffler. That much noise over a 
period of time may bring permanent 
hearing loss, he warns. 
As to riding in commercial jets, 
Dr. Lane finds that cabin noise 
varies between 75 and 91 decibels, 
with the average at 80 to 90. That 
much racket over a period of several 
hours markedly dulls the hearing.

Logically speaking, there is nothing 
more difficult than proving a negative 
proposition. That 
is, demonstrating 
that 
if 
something 
didn’t 
exist, 
something else wouldn’t happen. The 
classic story in this regard is of a man 
who insisted on snapping his fingers 
every five minutes, day and night. His 
family 
finally 
took 
him 
to 
a 
psychiatrist, who inquired why he 
persisted in this eccentric behavior. 


“ I am,” he said, “ preventing the 
United States from being overrun by 
the deadly king cobra.” 
The psychiatrist chuckled genially 
and observed. “ Look, except for those 
in zoos, nobody has ever seen a king 
cobra in this country.” 


“ Naturally,” the determined chap 
replied. “ Why do you think I keep 
snapping my fingers?” 


RIGHT NOW we are being exposed to 
a massive propaganda campaign 
which is founded on roughly the same 
irrefutable 
logic. 
We, ' and 
the 
Europeans and Japanese, are all going 


to revert to huddling around log fires 
because of the existence of Israel. 
Indeed, with one honorable exception, 
our alleged allies refused to cooperate 


in resupplying Israel because they are 
convinced that the Arab states will cut 
off their oil. To paraphrase Tallyrand, 
this was worse than immoral — it was 
stupid. 
Without denying for a minute that the 
Arab-Israeli confrontation provided a 
catalyst for action, the plain fact is that 
the Arab oil producers are operating 
under principles formulated by that 
distinguised Moslem economist, Ibn 
Adam Smith. The key one, as any good 
capitalist can tell you, is that when a 
producer has a buyer on the rack, he 
turns the crank. 
To put it differently, does anyone 
really believe that King Faisal, the 
Iranians, and assorted sheikdoms on 
the Persian Gulf have for generations 
been the world s leading philan­ 
thropists’.’ That they have been selling 
oil well below obtainable market prices 
to the Japanese and the West because 
they are infatuated with our collective 
charm? 
To ask the question is to answer it. 
The price of crude has been set in terms 
of the international market, and in the 
last decade there has been a startling 
growth in demand. The European and 
Japanese economies literally float on 
Arab oil, and suddenly over the past 


few years demand has jumped spec­ 
tacularly. 
Prices have 
leaped 
ac­ 
cordingly. 


THIS, as I observed recently, would 
have been predictable if Israel were 
located in Australia. Whenever items in 
the world market have been in short 
supply, those nations with the requisite 
resources — and national independence 
— have raised the ante to the limit. (An 


exception was last year’s “ great gram 
robbery” — in Sen. Jackson’s phrase —- 
where the United 
States summarily 
abandoned capitalism 
in 
favor of 
something called “ detente.” 
But, as is well known in Asia, 
Americans are inscrutable.) 


At any rate, let’s keep our categories 
straight. The Arab oil producers are 
not idiots, dervishes or socialists. They 
are extremely hard-eyed characters 
who would feel right at home with the 
National Association of Manufacturers. 
All they had to do was to look at the 


supply-demand statistics and make the 
completely rational capitalist decision: 
nail the buyer to the wall. The existence 
or non-existence of Israel has in fun­ 
damental terms as much to do with this 
calculation as the phases of the moon.

Medical schools dispersed

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Unlike 
some other states, Ohio has escaped 
internal competition over where to 
locate its new medical schools. 
“ Everyone who has asked for a 
medical school got one,” said William 
B. Coulter, vice chancellor for ad­ 
ministration of the Ohio Board of 
Regents. 
He pointed out that with the addition 
of the Wright State and Northeast Ohio 
Medical College—both recently created 
by the legislature—the state will have 
six medical schools. The combined 
enrollment of the existing four is about 
2,300, and they have entering classes 
totaling about 700 a year, Coulter said. 
The regents’ official said Ohio has 
more medical schools, more widely 
dispersed, than most other states. He 
attributed that fact to the state’s many 
large cities—eight with more than 
100,000 population. 
The two new schools expand the 
network even further, since each will 
be 
a 
consortium 
to 
serve 
three 
universities. 
Wright State at Dayton also will 
serve Central 
State 
and 
Miami 
universities. 


The northeast school will serve the 
University of Akron along with Kent 
State and Youngstown State univer­ 
sities. 


Legislation creating the schools was 
politically 
popular in 
the 
General 
Assembly, Coulter said, “ because it 
was stated that they would stress 
family practice, the greatest area of 
need in the medical profession.” 
The existing schools—the University 
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of Cincinnati, Ohio State University, 
Case Western Reserve of Cleveland, 
and the Medical College of Ohio at To­ 
ledo—more or less 
lean 
toward 
specialty, the trend of the profession in 
recent years. 
Dr. Robert Conley of Wright State 
said “ we have a community-based 
medical school, and we are designing it 
so the community will participate and 
benefit.” 
He said that with the opportunity to 
start 
with 
the 
establishment 
of 
departmental units, it will be possible 
to structure in the emphasis on family 
practice. 
Wright State or the Northeast Ohio 
College could get the benefit of a new 
Veterans Administration program to 
help establish 
eight 
new 
medical 
schools across the country. 
Federal legislation still being im­ 
plemented authorizes the VA to pay 90 
per cent of faculty salaries at the eight 
schools for the first three years of a 
seven-year program, and 50 per cent 
during the remaining four. The new 
Ohio schools probably won’t get their 
first students until about two years. 
Conley said Wright State is “ very 
much interested. We’ve watched the 
legislation from the beginning, but we 
want to see what the regulations and 
criteria are.” He said these are being 
considered by the U.S. Office of Budget 
Management.

NEW YOUK (A P) 
.Johnny Hart, as 
a goodly number of kids, college 
students and general citizens know, 
draws the “ B.C.” comic strip, which is 
sort of a hipsters’ “ Flintstones.” 
Come Nov. 19, he ll have his first full­ 
length cartoon feature on television, a 
half-hour effort on N IU ’ called “ B.C., 
The First Thanksgiving.” 
Most ol it concerns a turkey who is 
uneasy at the idea of being dined on. 
Hart approaches interviews about the 
show approximately the same way (he 
turkey contemplates the ax. 
“ I ’m trying to get into the Guiness 
Book of Records as the worst interview 
of all time,” he unhappily explained, 
I hen he started laughing. “ So you 
might as well prepare yourself.” 
Hart, 
a 
41-year-old 
native 
of 
Endicott, N.Y., isn't a hostile witness. 
Ifs just that, well, a guy who draws 
ants that talk and anteaters that go 
“ Zot!” as they dine is apt to he a bit 
strange upstairs. 
In his defense, we’d point out that 
he s a great tan of the old “ Roadrun­ 
ner” cartoons, breaks up at the men­ 
tion of Dudley Do-Right of the Royal 
Mounted Police and considers jazz 
trumpeter Jack Sheldon, a regular on 
the Merv Griffin show, one of the most 
naturally funny men of all time. 
Hart, in short, is a normal cartoonist. 
His “ B.C.” strip has been nationally 


syndicated for nearly 13 years, hut he’s 
been a professional cartoonist since he 
was 19. 
“ I guess originally it was the only 
thing that I knew how to do,” he said. “ I 
started out just working nights and 
studying other people’s drawings, then 
trying some of my own.” 
He continued drawing, even during a 
Korean war stint with the Air Force, 
but despite some success in magazines 
he didn’t really hit until he happened to 
see Charles Schulz’ “ Peanuts” strip. 


That prompted “ B.C.” and the rest is 
history. Now he wants to do more 
animated cartoons for television, but 
only on an irregular basis while con­ 
tinuing his strip. 


“ I don’t like the idea of doing it for 
television every week, because you 
have to take so much away from it,” he 
said, referring to time considerations 
that force reduction in cartoon detail. 
“ I ’m of the old school. I like the full 
animation, like in the old days with the 
Warner Brothers stuff. 


“ But that’s what I ’d like to do,” he 
said. “ I think I have a talent for that. I 
think I have a good feel for sound, 
which you can’t get on a page. I drive 
myself crazy trying to do it on a piece of 
paper, but, jeez, it’s difficult.” 


Unlike many successful cartoonists, 
Hart still draws his own strip, seven 
days a week,365 days a year.

allowing more legal emigration than at 
any time since the Communists took 
over the mainland in 1949.

Social service officials say virtually 
all of the 46,000 legals emigrants so far 
this year arr* still in Hong Kong because 
they have no onward visas to enter 
other countries. There is a general 
feeling here that many will not be able 
to get these visas. “ They are here. It 
looks like they are going to have to stay 
here. And if the influx continues at this 
pace, we are going to have very serious 
difficulties indeed in caring for them,” 
said one social service official. 
Officials here say they they don’t 
know for sure why China has permitted 
so many more legal exits this year. 
These officials do point out, however, 
that a considerable number are 
overseas Chinese from Southeast Asian 
countries who returned to China in the 
1960s. 
There are indications that many of 
these had become disillusioned with life 
in China and have wanted out for 
several years 
hut no explanation of 


why China has suddenly agreed to let 
them depart at this time. 
Many 
came 
originally 
from 
Indonesia, Malaysia, Cambodia, and 
South Vietnam. When they left for 
China they lost their citizenship or 
residence* rights in those countries. 
And,” said one Hong Kong official, 
“ those countries don’t seem to want 
them back and other countries don’t 
want them 
and so Hong Kong has to 
absorb them.”

Some feel 
that the present Amex and N Y S E could 
together handle the reporting of trades, 
while the N A SD AQ system now in use 
in the over-the-counter market could 
provide a means of reporting bid and 
asked quotations. 
The Big Board and Amex would like 
their present joint automation venture 
to run the total network, while the 
government, particularly Congress, is 
for a neutral or quasi-governmental 
body.

“ If the referendum vote had been in 
favor of fluoridation we would not have 
been as much in need of testing the 
law,” (Hinger said Wednesday.

Udall says Americans energy pigs' 


C H A R L O T T E S V IL L E , Va. (A P ) — 
Former 
Secretary 
of 
the 
Interior 
Stewart L. Udall says Americans are 
“ energy 
p ig s’’ 
whose 
nation 
is 
operating on misguided assumptions 
that the energy crisis is a shortterm 
problem. 
Udall told a University of Virginia 
audience Monday night that the energy 
crisis is so severe “ you can expect your 
first cold shower in about 60 days.” 
For Americans to dream of relying 
on Arab oil or to depend on increased 
drilling in the United States are foolish, 
shortsighted solutions, he said. Udall 
said the United States already is the 
most-drilled country in the world and 
oil supplies are becoming increasingly 
inaccessible. 
He said energy conservation is the 


only practical long range solution and 
that Americans must prepare them­ 
selves for the end of the era of cheap 
energy. 
He predicted 
the demise of the 
automobile culture and called for the 
rejuvenation of public transportation. 
He also warned of the possibility of 
gasoline rationing in a few months, and 
he predicted gasoline prices probably 
would reach $1 a gallon for the average 
motorist within a year.

Several milestones 
loom for Lion ace 


Defense has been the trademark of 
the 1973 Washington C.H. Blue Lions 
football team and all the headlines 
concerning those merciless defenders 
sometimes overshadows the team ’s 
offensive accomplishments. 
The sparkplug of Washington C.H.’s 
often unheralded offense is senior 
tailback Chuck Wilson, who has 
em erged as a bonafide All-Ohio 
prospect. 
Wilson, a 6-foot-0, 181-pounder, is 
destined for a record-shattering season 
when the top-ranked Blue Lions en­ 
tertain a revived Hillsboro team in the 
season finale Friday night at Gardner 
Park Stadium. 
A second straight 1,000-plus rushing 
yardage season looms for the hard- 
running Washington C.H. tailback in 
Friday’s 8 p.m. South Central Ohio 
League contest. Wilson enjoyed his 
finest rushing effort of the season with 
a 235-yard performance in Washington 
C.H.’s 36-12 win over rival Miami Trace 
last Friday. 


THE 
SPLENDID 
perform ance 
against Miami Trace paved the way for 
Wilson. He needs only 117 yards against 
Hillsboro to match his record-setting 
performance of a year ago when he tied 
with Miami Trace ace Tony Grooms for 
the SCOL rushing lead of 1,452 yards. 
Wilson gained the 1,452 yards on 279 
carries a year ago. After nine games 
this season the Lion whiz has stacked 
up 1,335 yards on just 207 totes and 
that’s an average of 6.4 yards per 
carry. 
Besides the nifty rushing figures, 
Wilson has already eclipsed his scoring 
performance of last year when he was 
the SCOL’s top pointmaker.

Germs, Not Diet, Cause Boils 


Painful boils crop out on the back of 
my neck. I know by my weight that I 
eat more than I should. Therefore the 
suggestion of my girl friend that this 
might be a vitamin deficiency confuses 
me. 
Do you think this could be a factor? 
Mr. H.R.R., Ind. 
Dear Mr. R.: 
Boils and carbuncles at the back of 
the neck are always caused by bacteria 
that invade a break in the skin. 
The most frequent germ responsible 
for these infections that begin in the 
hair follicle is the staphylococcus 
aureus. 
Skin bruised by tight collars and by 
marked sweating is a good candidate 
for small breaks in the skin where these 
germs can set up housekeeping. 
Once this happens, they flourish and 
small, painful abscesses occur singly, 
or in crops. 
Diet itself is not responsible for in­ 
fection. Germs are. There are many 
food faddists who insist the foods, and 
only foods, are the cause of many 
illnesses. 
Undoubtedly, diet plays an important 
role in the health, but it is not the total 
answer to all of man’s ills. 
Plane crash 
fatal to 2 


COLUM BUS, Ohio (A P )— Two men 
were killed Wednesday when a private 
plane developed engine trouble during 
a test flight and crashed while at­ 
tempting to return to Port Columbus 
International Airport. 
The single-engine craft crashed 
about 2,000 feet short of a runway after 
clipping some tree tops and losing both 
wings, officials said. 
The dead were identified as Bruce 
Taylor Jr., 61, of suburban Groveport, 
the pilot and owner of the plane, and 
Roger Patke of Columbus, a mechanic 
for Dublin Aviation Corp. 
The Ohio Highway Patrol said the 
men had taken the plane out for a test 
flight and it developed engine trouble 
shortly after takeoff.

Albumin is not normally found in the 
urine. Occasionally, because of diet or 
fatigue, a trace of albumin may be 
present in a single specimen. 
When the test is repeated, 
the 
albumin may be absent. 
Such an 
occasional 
finding 
is 
unimportant. When, however, albumin 
is found regularly the cause must be 
traced, since its presence may indicate 
some abnormality in the blood or the 
kidneys.
